•„ A very interesting meeting of 
the board of education of the 
Dixon public schools was held at 
the high school last evening with 
two delegations being present to 
request the board to take action 
on subjects which will be bene- 
ficial to the students in general. 
Mrs. Hopkins, president of the 
high school P.-T. A., headed a. dele- 
gation composed of Ivtesdames Ben 
Roe, 
Dwight Chapman,"" Cal Tyler 


and C. C, Clausen, who presented 
ah. appeal for an improvement in 
the school musical program which 
would provide assistance to A. M. 
Gucci, who has met with marked 
success: in this department during 
the past season, which is his first 
in Dixon. 


Spokesmen for the group point- 


ed out that the music program in 
the Dixon school system is far be- 
hind that of many much smaller 
schools in this area, and urged a 
summer program to be included 
aiid an assistant provided for the 
present instructor.

•bers of the-srjwifl board'"staled 
that they were aware of the prac- 
tice as were the faculty, and it 
was stated that in many instances 
the police department had been 
hesitant -in action where hazing 
was practiced on the streets of the 
business district and the public 
had failed to cooperate to prevent 
possible injury of the health of the 
subjects. 


New Ordinance Not Needed

The case of Kenneth Romney,' ac- 
cused of hiding a $143,863 short- 
age for two decades while house 
sergeant at arms, went to a jury 
today. 


The jury of seven men and five 


women heard a 25-minute charge 
from 
Federal Judge Alexander 


Holtzoff before they began their 
deliberations at 9:45 a. m. (CDT). 


Romney, 65. was indicted on 


charges of making false reports to 
the general accounting office on 
the amount of cash he had on hand 
at the sergeant at arms' bank, 
where members of the house of 
representatives keep their salary 
funds. The maximum penalty on 
the chargp is "0 years' imprison- 
ment axid 530,000 fine. 


Embezzlement Indies)ted 


Judge Holtzoff told the jury that 


•the government's evidence; "tended 
to show", that Romney himself had 
taken more than $5,000 and per- 
mitted several others to cash bad 
checks. 


The jurist said also that the 


evidence indicated 
Romney had 


allowed 
former Rep. John 
H. 


Smithwick, Florida Democrat, to 
cash checks in excess of $65,000. 
The court said the evidence showed 
these checks were "not made 
good" by Smithwick although list- 
ed by Romney as cash. Smithwick 
is now reported to be seriously ill 
at Moultrie, Ga. 


The government contended that 


Romney and Smithwick lost large 
amounts in joint real estate deals 
in Florida in the 20's. 


Both counsel for the government 


and for Romney waived final argu- 
ments to the jury. Judge Holtzoff 
had overruled yesterday a defense 
motion for a directed verdict of 
acquittal.

The chairman, Rep. J. Parnell 


Thomas (R-N.J.) following Tay- 
lor's appearance before his com- 
mittee on un-American activities, 
told newsmen the government rep - 
resentative was -Lowell ^Mellett, 
former adviser U the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Off ice »of War, 
information official; 


Mellett, now & columnist, said 


in Washington the charge th'at^he 
forced Taylor to appear in the 
picture "is too "damned silly to 
deny." 
He added that he never 


compelled Taylor "or anyone else 
to do anything" 
and 
that 
he 


would be glad to talk to Thomas 
about the matter when the com- 
mittee returns to Washington. 


Thomas' assertion that Mellett 


went to Hollywood on orders of 
superiors was desci-ibed by,Mellett 
as "wholly 
untrue." 
Moreover, 


Mellett said, that as an OWI offi- 
cial he had never asked the army 
or navy to defer anyone from 
service. 


MGM Declines Comment 


Thomas declared that Taylor 


testified his entrance into" the navy 
air corps was delayed until after 
his appearance 'in the film, "Song 
of Russia," which he said the actor 
described as favoring 
"Russian 


ideologies," institutions and ways 
of life over the same things in our' 
country." 


Officials of M. G. M. studio,

With Democrats shouting pro- 


tests in the senate yesterday a.nd 
charging Republicans with "arbi- 
trarily" holding up action on 800 
postmaster nominations. Lucas and 
Senator Tydings moved to take the 
nominations away from the civil 
service committee.

however, did not come to a vote. 


Charging "politics of the cheap- 


est kind," Lucas said it is "shame- 
ful and disgraceful" for Senator 
Langer (R-ND), committee chair- 
man, 
to defer action on the nomi- 


nations until 535,000 is forthcom- 
ing for a. senate investigation of 
the' method of appointing postmas- 
ters. 


Lucas said 23 of the 37 Illinois 


nominations are 
war 
veterans. 


They were submitted by President 
Truman for senate confirmation. 


Fate of Proposal for Federal Aid 
for Schools Remains Undetermined 


Washington. May 15—(AP) — 


The house Republican leadership 
was reported today to have issued 
orders to the labor committee to 
kill a bill which would give states 
$300,000,000 a year in federal aid 
for schools. 


A high-ranking party member 


who does not want his name used 
told reporters the orders will be 
carried 
out 
because 
of 
GOP 


pledges to hold down government 
spending. 


Majority Leader Halleck of In- 


diana, asked about the report, said 
"There has been no determination 
on the matter." 


A subcommittee still is holding 


hearings on the bill, he said, and 
they are "not just a gesture." But 
he also said: 


"Of course, we are not exactly 


hunting ways to spend more mon- 
ey. And many states have done 
a lot in the last year for their 
schools and teacher?." 


Rep. McCowen (R-Ohio), who 


introduced the federal 
aid 
bill, 


heads the subcommittee which has 
been holding hearings on it for 
weeks. 
Most of the long list of 


witnesses, .including many teach- 
ers, ba.ve favored the measure. 


It calls for spending .$200.000.- 


000 in the year ending June 30, 
1948. $250,000,000 in the next year, 
and 5300,000,000 annually after 
that, 


McCowen says the bill would 


make it possible for each state to 
get enough federal money, to add 
to state and local school funds, to 
spend at least $40 a. year for *ach 
student in public and secondary 
schools. 


In general southern states would 


get the most help. Richer states 
would get at least $3 per pupil- 
even those already spending $40 or 
more. 


No strings would be attached to 


the 
government gifts. 
States 


could spend them as they do their 
own school money.

Washington, May 15— (AP) — 


Congress sent to the White House 
today legislation 
authorizing a 


$400,000,000 program of financial 
and limited military aid to bul- 
wark Greece and Turkey against 
communism. 


The house, and then the senate, 


quickly approved the bill compro- 
mising minor differences between 
the house and senate measures. 


On another bill to provide funds 


for relief of six countries in Eu- 
rope and Asia, President Truman 
urged congress again to vote the 
full 
$350,000,000 asked, saying 


"the peace of the world can be 
realized only when people are free 
from the fear of hunger." 


Truman's appeal was contained 


in a letter transmitting the tenth 
quarterly report of UNRRA. 
It 


reached the capitol as senate and 
house conferees sought to resolve 
differences 
In 
their 
respective 


bills. The biggest point of issue is 
the amount to be provided. 


Initial Talks Fail ^ 


The joint committee failed to 


reach a compromise at initial 
talks, then scheduled an. afternoon 
session. > The house voted to cut 
the fund to $200,000.000 but the 
senate favors providing" the full 
amount.

The company operating a coal 
mine at Centralia, 111., in which 111 
miners lout their lives In an explo- 
sion last March 25, wag charged 
with "wilfull neglect" in two in- 
dictments returned yesterday by a 
Washington county grand Jury. 


The Centralia Coal company was 


charged with failure to provide 
sufficient: air for miners working 
underground and failure to ade- 
quately rock-dust the company's 
No. 5 mine—a safety measure to 
reduce the spread of dust explo- 
sion. 


The alleged violations of the Illi- 


nois state mining law are misde- 
meanors and carry a maximum 
punishment of $500 each. 


The grand jury found no basis

State's Attor- 
ney Wilbert L. Holt had! asked for 
manslaughter indictments against 
the officials and charged criminal 
negligence.

day is coming when the answer to 
the problem of curing the disease 
will be known, Dr. A. S. Webb of 
Glen Ellyn, president of the Bli- 
nois Tuberculosis association, ad- 
dressed the annual meeting of the 
Lee County Tuberculosis associa- 
tion at St. Paul's Lutheran church 
last night. A dinner preceded the 
program, and the business meeting 
during which officers were elect- 
ed and the annual report made. 


Edward A. Jones, president ot 


the county association, presided at 
the meeting. Preceding Dr. Webb's 


i talk the president introduced Ben 


D. Cunningham, director of health, 
education of the Illinois Tubercu- 
losis association, Dr. W. J. Bryan 
of Rockford, past president of the 
state association and piesent phy- 
sician in charge of the Rockforc 
Municipal Sanitarium; Dr. David 
L. Murphy, member of the Lee 
County Tuberculosis Samtorium 
board and vice-president of the 
county association; H. A. Knetsch 
of Paw Paw, vice-president of the 
county association, and Miss Es- 
ther M. Barton, secretary of the 
county association. 


Reviews IB History 


Dr. Bryan and Cunningham 


made brief remarks. The former 
thanked the county association 
the doctors, the sanitorium board

tion and commented on its pride in 
the work in Lee county. 


In his talk ot the evening, Dr 


Webb gave a panoramic view o 
tuberculosis from ancient times t 
the modern day. According to hmi 
tuberculosis left its mark on th< 


bones o£ prehistoric man and the 
Chinese wrote of the disease 3,000 
years ago. At one time the dis- 
ease was thought to be a punish- 
ment from heaven and the theory 
vas believed until Hippocrates be- 
gan separating religion, from sci- 
ence. 


Many strange cures for tubercu- 


osis were prescribed, throughout 
history. Dr. Webb said. 
During 


;he Middle Ages there was a pa- 
tron saint for the disease as was 
true of any malady. Later it was 
ihought milk from cows fed in the 
country church yard would cure 
tuberculosis and herbs were used 
in many countries, 
The Hindus 


believed in the 'use of precious 
stones and later certain vegetables. 
Opium was recommended by other 
peoples as were such things as 
wolf's liver boiled in wine, ele- 
phant's milk, sea voyage to bring 
on nausea, arsenic, fumigation and 
prayers to the gods who gave help. 
In 1670 a book was written on the 
art of curing disease by expecta- 
tion and early Scotcli. fishermen 
used cod liver oil but had no knowl- 
edge of why they did it. 


Fii>t Sanitorium ia 1839 


In 1681, according to the speak- 


er, Silvius discovered the tubercle, 
the body's fir^t reaction to contact 
with the tuberculosis germ, but 
thought it was just another lymph 
gland. 
Thirty-eight yeais later 


the stethoscope 
was 
invented. 


•Fresh air and rest'for tuberculo- 
sis treatment were recommended 
by an Englishman in 1840 and a 
short time after that Louis Pas- 
teur began his work. The first tu- 
berculosis sanitorium was started 
in the Black Forest of Germany 
m'l859._ 


The latter part of the 19th cen- 


tury brought many developments 
in work on tuberculosis such as 
the first pamphlets on the disease 
in 188-7, the discovery of the x-ray 
in 1895 and the first visitations 
of a public health nurse as insti- 
tuted by Sir William Ousler- in 
1898. In 1904, the speaker stated 
the first tuberculosis exhibit was 
held in Boston and the present tu- 
berculosis associations are -an out- 
growth of this. 


Spreads in Europe, Orient 


Today, according to Dr. Webb 


tuberculosis is decreasing in thi 


United States but it is increasing 
n'Europe and. is prevalent in the 
Orient. The 53,000 deaths that did 
occur in the United States last 
vear could have been prevented, 
ae added, because of the better 
knowledge of the disease, the bet- 
ter application of the knowledge, 
letter social and economic con- 
ditions, and better application of 
treatment. Although much pub- 
licity has been given to the dis- 
ease it is still the hope of the as- 
sociation that everyone he made 
aware that they should have a 
chest x-ray taken. 


Tuberculosis may begin at any 


age, the speaker stated. In in- 
fants up to one year there is about 
a 30 per cent chance of contrac- 
tion; from one to four years, 15 
per cent; from four to 15 years, 
seven per- cent, and from 15 to 45 
years, 50 per cent. Although the 
tubercle usually appears in the 
lung it may strike at any organ 
in the body. A complete history 
of the patient from the time of 
contraction should be made at the 
time of discovery, according to Dr. 
Webb, to enable the best treatment 
of the disease and to lessen the 
results of a second exposure. These 
include pleurisy with fluid in the 
chest, and peritonitis lesulting in 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 


Extensive research has been car- 


ried out in the field of tuberculosis 
and has resulted in such discov- 
eries as BCG, a vaccine discovered 
by two scientists, to develop an 
immunization to the disease. There 
is, however, the speaker stated, an 
argument as to the danger of its 
use 


Tuberculosis is thought to be an 


easy diagnosis but this is not al- 
ways true. Dr. Webb stated. A 
positive sputum and shadows on 
the lung are indicative signs bu 
x-rays alone cannot show the 
presence of the disease. The skin 


:est, such as is given in Lee coun- 
ty,- is the most specific test and 
t can fail only when it is not given 
properly or not read properly. The 
difficulty is in being positive of 


e diagnosis. 
There is ho specific cure for tu- 


berculosis although the disease can 


prevented from spreading, Dr. 


Webb stated.. Many new drugs 
such as penicillin, sulfa, strepto- 
myacin and a new formula made 
from California moss are now be- 
.ng used in its treatment. Since 
the discovery of the cause of tu- 
berculosis, however, 65 years ago, 
such organizations as the United 
States Public Health Service, the 
National Tuberculosis association, 
sanitoriums and affiliated tuber- 
culosis associations have cooperat- 
ed in the work with the disease and 
the day will come when a cure will 
be found, the speaker concluded.

As a. brief revjew and,, prepara- 


tion for a further report, Jet, us 
recall that Charles Michelson, the 
press agent of the Democratic 
party under Roosevelt, .mentioned 
"a big batch of letters of at,least 
doubtful authenticity, supposed to 
be from Henry Wallace," which 
agitated Harry Hopkins during the 
1940 
campaign. 
Wallace , was 


Roosevelt's hand-picked candidate 
for vice president that year. 


"Their general purport was silly 


rather than evil," Michelson wrote, 
'Doubtless gome of them, perhaps 
all, were fabrications." 


Hopkins wanted to suppress 


them. He knew th,e voters would 
be afraid lest a man who had writ- 
ten guch letters would become 
president if Roosevelt should die 
during his- third term. 
It was 


not necessary to suppress them 
because the 
Republicans never 


made an issue of them, 


Mr. Michelson is an'expert jour-

Mr.. Michelson's conclusion that 


,he letters were.';"silly rather than 
evil" opens another question. .In 
the obvious serise to the western 
mind, they might have been silly 
letters, yet, if they were the verit- 
able Work of a man who was being 
advanced to the vice presidency, 
from which he might at any'.mo- 
ment 'step up to the presidency of 
the 'United States, their, meaning 
might have seemed to the voters 
to be very dangerous. 


There are a number of analysts 


of handwriting characteristics and 
questlpiied";vdocuments in the Unit- 
ed States: who could have given 
Michelson • respectable, although 
not necessarily infallible, opinions, 
3Ut to put them'to the test would 
lave bean tq invite bad news. 


True, Wallace was unpopular al- 


most to the point of hatred with 
most of the politicians at the con- 
vention in Chicago when Roose- 
velt, by telephne message to Mme. 
Frances Perkins, decided to nom- 
Inatae him. But the deed had been 
done, Henry was the nominee and 
the party was stuck with him. 


Whether the voters could have 


split tickets and elected Roosevelt 
president, rejecting Wallace In 
favor of Sen. Charles McNary, of 
Oregon, VVendell Wlllkie's running 
mate, for vice-president, I do not 
know and invite information. 


The mysterious letters that Mr. 


Michelson saw never have been 
published, to my knowledge. 
A 


sheaf of letters, which I believe to 
ae the same batch, have been cir- 
culated in photographic form and 
t is probably .that many copies 
have been struck off. These are not 
scandalous private letters of the 
rdnd which sometimes are circu- 
lated to discredit candidates and 
Blackmail,other persons. There is 
no suggestion of that sort any- 
where. On the contrary, they re- 
flect a devotion to mankind, but 
n a. woozy, strange, mystical and 
sometimes fierce language.

He writes in a formal, profes- 


sional report his conclusion that 
the person-who wrote the letters,

Four letters of the batch were

comparison it is my opinion that 
the questioned initials signed (with 
the monogram, which cannot be re- 
produced in t3'pe) contain similari- 
ties to one another.

Solve Grave Crisis 


For Hungry Nation 


Lack ojF Unity in 4, Zones 


Of Germany Add to 


Present Danger 


By DEW1TT MACKENZIE 


(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
Some alleviation of Germany's 


grave crisis—which is affecting 
all Europe—may be foreshadowed 
in the statement by authoritative 
sources in Berlin that American 
and British occupation 
officials 


have agreed on all major points, 
barring one which is unnamed, for 
the economic merging of the two 
zones. 


Such a merger cannot, of course, 


overcome the damage done by the 
failure of the big four to frame 
a German peace treaty m the 
recent Moscow conference. Every- 
day wliich passes without eco- 
nomic unity of the four allied 
zones of the reich adds to the 
dangers hanging over a continent 
xvhose rehabilitation depends heav- 
ily on Germany's recovery. 


Much Real Hunger 


The situation has become so bad 


that there is widespread malnu- 
trition and in many areas actual 
hunger. An AP dispatch from 
Solingen, Germany, a couple of 
days ago . stated that human 
figures as emaciated as those of 
Buchemvald inmates lie abed in 
the municipal hospital there—and 
in the hospitals of four other Ruhr 
cities. 


The head of the food and agri- 


cultural divisions of the American 
military government blamed "in- 
competent" German official? for 
the food crisis in the British and 
American^ Zones, but he said that

However, the 
consensus of the experts is that 
there can be no sweeping general 
economic improvement until there 


is economic coordination of the 
Russian, 
French, 
British 
and 


American zones, and along with 
that the establishment of German 
government. 


Other Nation* Hard Hit 


However, guilty 
Germany 
is 


far from being the only country 
which is in the midst of a fierce 
economic 'crisis, coupled with the 
inevitable 
food shortage. Italy, 


France, England and many other 
European nations are having a 
hard struggle. 


But what many folks, even in 


Europe, don't realize is that many 
of their ills have their roots in the 
German collapse. They haven't yet 
grasped the basic fact that the 
reich was the 
politico-economic 


heart of continental Europe, and 
that the body as a whole cannot 
recover until the heart is restored 
to health. 


Apropos of this general position, 


the U. S. state 
depatment 
the 


other day published a statement 
made by Herbert Hoover to the 
supreme council of the allied and 
associated powers just after the 
end of the first world war. It was 
an analysis which might have been 
made for the present occasion. 
Hoover—then relief director-—de- 
clared that the western hemisphere 
couldn't meet Europe's economic 
needs indefinitely. 


Need More Production 


"The populations of Europe," he 


s,aid, "must be brought 
to 
a 


realization that productivity must 
be instantly increased. No eco- 
nomic policy will bring food to 
those stomachs or fuel to those 
hearths that does not secure the 
maximum production." 


Intensification of 
productivity 


is far more necessary now than It 
was after the last war, because 
the destruction and disorder are so 
much greater. And of course be- 
cause of this greater destruction 
there are fewer means of pro- 
duction. 


Thus Europe 
is traveling 
a 


vicious circle. It can only be res- 
cued by removing the primary 
cause, 
that 
is, by 
restoring' 


Germany to economic health. That 
Is up to the four great powers—

almost a. quarter century and still 
doesn't know whether 
she has

said. She doesn't seem too wor- 
ried about it either way.

It is an unlucky campus that 


doesn't have a woman like Mrs. 
Tydings. She has mothered a gen- 
eration of University of Missouri 
students. 


She and her dentist husband, 


Dr. Tydings, came here originally 
from Moberly, the home town of 
Gen. 
Omar Nelson Bradley. 
The 


move represented a personal sac- 
rifice on the part of Dr. Tydings. 


Work Became » Habit 


"He left a good practice so we 


could come here to educate our 
children," 
said Mrs. .Tydings. 


There were three—Glad Tydings, 
Merry Tydings and Elsie Pearl. I 
often wanted to ask Dr. Tydings 
why he called his children Glad 
and Merry Tydings—the campus 
got a big lack out of the names— 
but somehow I never had the 
courage to inquire. 


The f aniUy bought a large white 


frame house'a short distance from 
the campus. There -was more space 
than they, needed so Mrs. Tydings 
rented some of her rooms to 
students. She also began boarding 
them. 
- Her orignial idea was to eke out 
the 
family 
income while Dr. 


"Tydings was getting established. 
-.After that it just became a habit. 
More .than 150 boys lived in her 
'iorne. 


' Mostly Good Boy* 


- 
"In the main -they were well 


behaved and pleasant," she re- 
called. '"Generally they were ser- 
ious in their studies and most have 
done well since. There was one"— 
»h« laughted—"whose 
ambition 


was to see every picture show that 
eame to town. I don't believe he 
came to much." 
: A number of students worked 
their'way through college help- 
ing Mrs. Tydinga with her clean- 
ing ind .cooking chores When I 
- was' in school she served lunch 


and dinner for $5.50 a week—huge 
hearty country meals of the kind 
liked .by harvest hands andrcol- 
-lege boys.'" ~' 
' -' 


There also was always two or 


three pies, several quarts of milk, 
and other food left in, the kitchen 
windowbox' at night. Every mid- 
night this supply was ravaged by 
hungry boarders and their friends. 
Several football, players short of 
money managed to stay in school 
one year by noctural raids on the 
Tydings kitchen. They paid noth- 
ing. 


Kindly To Her Boys 


Tears later I mentioned this to 


Dr. Tydings and he said smiling: 


"It wasn't accidental that the 


food was put there." 


He was a gentle, talented man 


tolerant of all but two things— 
the Republican party 
and 
the 


roughhousing by the students in 
their rooms. He died last June and 
worked the: day of his death. He 
had always worked. 


Mrs. 
Tydings—grayer but still 


wearing the same soft smile—has 
gone on as before, making a home 
in her big, white house for lonely 
boys who see in her kindliness the 
image of their own mothers. 


She told me during 'a visit the 


other .' day 
that many 
former 


-students write to her regularly. 
On« has kept in touch with her 
since 1924. 


She is lonely herself now since 


the passing of her husband. 


"I miss him so," she said.
